A. Brandywine Valley Railway [Project No. 23-516-01] — Funds were
authorized in the Fiscal Year 2003 Bond Bill for preservation of this corridor.

B. Historic Red Clay Valley Maintenance Agreement [Project No. 24-516-
01] — Ongoing annual program of state support for right-of-way maintenance
of this operating railroad. The annual program is jointly funded by the
railroad and DTC.

C. Northeast Corridor Recapitalization — Funding to Amtrak for an annual
program to preserve the passenger line between Newark and Wilmington.

D. Railroad Right of Way — Funding to undertake periodic requests from
municipalities and legislators to make improvements or repairs on existing
railroad right of ways. Note that this often involves inactive or abandoned
lines.

E. State Owned Line [Project No. 24-514-02] — Annual ongoing program for
right-of-way maintenance of state-owned rail lines in Sussex County.
